Tbs application from the North Jaraay 
Street Ballway for n franchise for a 
trolley Una In North Park street will be 
considered by the East Orange City 
Council Monday night, August 8. The 
request was presented some time ago, 
but It was %eld In abvyano* pending a 
eetlieme t of the Central aveoue fran¬ 
chise. Tus routs la an exleuslon of the 
south end trolley In Montclair, aud ulti¬ 
mately the line will run down Spriogdale 
avenue and connect with the present 
Fourteenth street road. The company 
hae not made application for the entire 
route, because It baa not secured the 
oooeents In Springdale avenue, where 
some of the property owners waul 
the trolley people to widen the etreet 
at their own eipenae. At the 
meeting of the Council on Monday night 
Councilman Jackson offered a resolution 
fixing the time for the public bearing 
on the application sod the City Hall as 
tb* plaoe. 

Formal ootlce was given the Orange 
Common Co noil Monday night by the 
etreet railway department of the Public 
Service Corporation that It propoaed to 
make application for an extauaioo of the 
Orange and Paaealc Valley dlvleloo In 
Central avenue from Scotland street to 
the West Orange lloe, and of the Col 
eoltdated Company’s dlvlalqa from the 
East Orange lloe In the same thorough 
fare to Ltuooln avenues making the Cen¬ 
tral aveoue line coAtluuou# from Broad 
street, Newark, to West Orange at a 
point near the cabla road. At some 
future time the Public Service may ar¬ 
range to go up tbe mountain. Sueb a 
plan ban been talked of for aome Urn*. 

Alderman Perry offered a resolution 
providing that Wednesday, August 3. 
be tbe date when a public bearing will 
be given on (be applications In ques¬ 
tion. Tbe notice* preeeoted by tbe com¬ 
pany were signed by A. B. Carltoo, Vice- 
President. sod Frederick Evan*. Secre 
tary. 

Colonel Edwin H. Hloe, assistant to 
Prealdeut Thomas N. McCarter of tbe 
Public Service, and L D Howard Gil¬ 
more, a member of tbe staff of counsel 
engaged by tbe corporation, bad a brief 
conference altb tbe m-m ber a of tbe 
Common Council before tbe regular 
meeting w*a called to order. It la said 
that If tbe corporation shows a willing¬ 
ness to give Oracge proper compensation 
for; tbe privileges asked for, they 
Ul be granted, aa there U a growing 
desire for another trolley tins having 
direct connections with tbs business 
section of Newark. 

In botb petitions permission to lay a 
doable track Is asked for. Aooompany- 
Ing the communications wars maps 
showing tbs location of rails and poles 
as provldtd by law. 

Although tbs traction company bss 
been trying for s doaeo year* to secure 
a franchise foe Ceotral.avenue, Orange. 
It baa never made an application here¬ 
tofore for tbe Orange portion of the 
avenue. To some people the feet that 
the company baa applied now ae«ms to 
Indicate that Its officials believe that be 
franchise Just granted In East Orange 
cannot be successfully attacked In tbe 
oourta. 

It la generally believed that lbs com¬ 
pany will take aa mu b preoautloo In tbs 
preliminary proceedings In Orange aa 
was taken In East Orange, where a half, 
doxen lawyer# watched every etep from 
tbe lime tbe application waa made until 
tbe ordlnanoe waa signed and adver¬ 
tised. There are a few resident* of tbs 
avenue In Orange who are aa vehemently 
opposed to tbe trolley on that thorough- 
rare a* are soma of tbs resident* of tbe 
avenue In Eaet Orange. 


Me 14 Aveaaa 
Last tall sad winter Bloomfield a vacua 
wai torn up And blockaded for th* pur - 
poa* of allowing th* BoArd of Works of 
Newark to lay a water pip* from their 
storage reservoir at Oedar Grove to New¬ 
ark. After tbs pipe llo# waa completed 
tb* avenue was left In a very bad ooa- 
dltloo, and the Newark authorities had 
to bev* their attention called to U by 
our Town Council. Workmen are stilt 
engaged to repairing tbs lower end of 
tbe thoroughfare, but before pom plating 
tbe job along coma the trolley men to 
make excavation# for a rail-joint. Pre¬ 
vious to tbe laying of tbe water pip* tb* 
avenue waa torn up It* eullr# length fog 
the purpose of putting down conduit 
pipe# for telephone wire*. Thao^ again, 
tbe Essex County Paik Commission has 
juat made a very large hole across th* 
aveoue preparatory to erecting an 
arched bridge In order to connect tbs 
second aud tblr^seclloo* of Branes 
Brook Park. The telephone coudult* 
and tb* gas pipes are all exposed, and 
In consequence of the latter belog broken 
or dtee<>oneoted they emit a vary on 
pleasant odor. What will next trans¬ 
pire to put our beautiful avenue la an 
unsightly condition remain* to be **«
